The havent congregation of 
tha University of Hongkong for 
the conferring of degrees was held 
in ‘the Great Hall yesterday after- 
Moon, The occasion was notably 
“marked by the conferring of four 
honorary dogrees, one being upon 
, His Excellency Sir Cecil Clementi, 

: " who afterwards took his seat as 
Chancellor. The other gentlemen 
_ Upon whom the honorary degree of 
Doctor’ of Lawe was conferred were 
Sir Edward Stubbs, K.C.M.G., the 
“Hon. Mr. R, H. Kotewall and Mr, 
R, Ponsonby Fane,: : 

Frevious to the congregation, teu 
was served in the University Union. 
The Great Hall was pucked for the 
ceremony which followed and the 
gallery, a8 usual, was overcrowded 
with undergraduates and — their 
friends.” 


The New Chancellor, 


The. Vice- Chancellor, having de- 
clared the congregation open, the 
senior honorary. graduate, Dr, T, 
W, Penree, U.BE., LL.D, 
proached and said: 1 have the 
honour to present Sir 
Clementi, KUaiG., as woray a. 
the degree of Doctor” of Laws, 
honoris causa. *° . 

The Vice-Chancellor anid: Sir 
Cecil Clementt, by virtue of the 
authority vested in me I confer 
upon you the degree of Doctor of

The Vice-Chancellor then accom- 
panied His Excellency from the

| And all this ‘has been done, and 
Jone without ostentation, in the 
midst of domestic anxieties before 
which the most public-spirited of 
men “‘might' reasonably have suc- 
sumbed, ". In welcoming. Mr. Kote- 
wall into the goodly fellowship of 
honorary graduates, 1 ecaqnot re-. 
‘frain from quoting whet Dr, John- 
son wrote ‘of his friend, Henry 
Thrale, the brewer: 

“Simple, open, and uniform in 
nis manners, ‘ his conduct. was 
without cither art or affectation.

‘ong, Natal, Trinidad, Ceylon and 
Fiji, nnd’ at least five years of his 
fe have been spent in roving over 
the-seas mainly. in search of Goy- 
‘ernorg (laughter), always a pie- 
turesqye figure (Inughter) .with 
the game brown coniforter about 
his ‘neck. (Laughter). :

In. the remote age, when human 
speech was-first- becoming artleu- 
late, two inventions of far-rench- 
ing importance were made by wlde- 
ly sundered, races ‘of mankind. Tho 
progenitors of the Indo-European 
race, living as seems probablo in 
the stoppe country east of Europe 
and north. of India, evolved, a mode 
of speech which was inflexional and 
poly-syllabic, while the progenitors 
of the Chinese race, who appear to 
have inhabited ‘the ,Yellow River 
basin, created a language which 
was ‘non-Inflexional and: “mono- 
syllabic. At a, much later date, 
probably not earlier than the first 
millennium ‘before Christ, . alpha- 
betic scripts of various kinds werd 
Invented or adapted for theuse 
‘of the Indo-European language’ in 
different parte of the world. Such 
are the nagart script for Sanskrit, 
the cuneiform seript for Persian 
and the Phoenician script for 
Greek and Latin, Later still the 
Arabic method of writing numerals 
was adopted ‘through Europe, 

Meanwhile in China the inven-]. 
tion of a non-inflexional monesyl- 
labie language, 
syllablés ‘of the same: sound are 
further differentiated from each 
other, by intonation, was followed 
by the equally remarkable inven- 
‘tion of an ideographie script.’ This 
script was entirely without ‘an 
alphabet and it was in origin a 
pictorial system, which made 
appeal to the eye and not to the 
ear. By degrees, however, all 
‘| ideograms were split up—in some 
eases very arbitrarily—into twa 
component parts, namely a radical 
element which. appeals to the eye 
and indicates the general ‘meaning 
of the word, and a phonetic element, 
which suggests the sbund of -the 
word. A good example “is the 
ideogram ax, which means “a song,” 
and in which the radical ‘element 
‘depicts 2 mouth speaking, while the 
rest of the ideogram (if written 
without the radical prefix) would 
still be pronounced au and is 


ta picture of three mouths grouped 


together. 


‘Advantage of Picture Writing, 

Now the obvious advantage of 
picture writing as distinct from 
alphabetic script is that the picture 
lat once suggests the meaning of a 
word, but the alphabet does not, 
On the other hand the equally 
obvious disadvantage of picture 
writing, is that the, idea conveyed 
‘by the ideogram can be spoken in 
a multitude of ways, whereas a 
word written alphabetically has, aub- 
ject of course to different nuances 
of pronunciation among different 
peoples; only one sound.- If I point 
to a picture of a man and ask 
child to tell me what it is, the 
English child will say “man,” the 
‘French child “homme” and the 
Cantonese child “yan.” But if I 
write © alphabetically . the word 
“magnanimity,.” English, ‘French 
and Cantonese . children, provided 
they can spell, will all give it much 
the same sound. Now this ¢act 
has heen an important, historical 
result in China, for it is the reason 
why the Chinese spoken Janguage 
changes from province to province, 
‘although the written language is 
the’ same throughout the length 
and breadth, of the land. 

Let me take, for instance, a 
Chinese word,” which has been 
adopted ‘into the English language 
‘and which is constantly on our 
lips, the word “tea.’’ _The 
ideogram, for this word is’ “pros| 
nounced ch’a both by the Cantonese 
and ‘the Pekingese and. “thence 
comes the Russian chat, doubtless 
because the Russians got their tea 
from.the :Chineso of : the“ north, 
But the same ideogram in Fukien 
is pronounced ¢i; and, as British 
traders first brought tea to England 
from the .Fukien province, it wns 
natural. that they, should bring with 
them its Fuklenese name ond 
hence the English word “tea.”. 

‘Now 
Chinese, who wish , to. talk’ about 
tea, will not easily understand each 
‘other if, while one speaks of the 
beverage as di, the other calls i 
el’a: and this Is only. one instance 
of the. strangely different’ sounds 
given by Chineso in different pro- 
vinces. to the same ideogram in a 
very great number of eases, -Con- 
sequently, whereas the’ written 
language hag been a bond of union

people here speak Cantonese, but 
the chair-coolies are wenorally 
Hoklos,. the villagers ‘ore often 
Hakka, and many of the Chinese 
police are from Shantung and. speak 
the dialect of that Province. I 
have myself heard two Chinese. in 
Hongkong talking to each other in 
““pidgeon. English” as'u sont. of 
lingua, Franca, because one was 
from the north and the other from 
the south, and therefore they 
could not understand each other's 
native speech., 

_For' the future of China, if it is 
aver to have national unity, few 
things ore of greatér ‘mportance 
than that a spdech common to the 
Bighteen Provinces should be con- 
trived; and this is a matter which 
may well engage the attention of 
that section of the Faculty of Arts 
in this Univergjty ‘which devotes 
itself to the study. of the Chinese 
language and literature. i 

But the difficulty, which I have 
just described, is only ‘one.of many 
which beset the Chinese language. 
whether spoken or written. The 
object of human speech is, ‘of 
courge, to give utterance to human 
thought; and the various. human 
languages differ in merit accord- 
ing as they-are.capable of expreas- 
ing each and every thought which 
enters into the. mind of man. 

Language should also be cap- 
able of- translating accurately the 
speech and thoughts of one people 
into those of.. another people. 
Now it is possible to render inte 
English and into several other 
languages with very . reasonable 
accuracy anything: that the Chin- 
ese. people write or. sny; but from 
early times the Chinese themselves 
have. experienced much difficulty 
in translating the works of other 
peoples into their own language,” 


» The Buddhist Sutras, 


‘. Let me take first the ease of a 
famous Chinese, mistranslation 
from the Buddhist Sutras. In 
‘the Sanskrit version of these 
sitras, from which the -Chinese 
tranglated,, Buddha ig very 
frequently called ‘avalokiteevara. 
This is a compound word’ and-it 
may be analysed as follows: Ava 
ig a preposition and means “over”: 
lokita means “over-looking.” ‘Now 
there: is in Sanskrit a set. ‘of 
phonetic laws, called Sandhei, gov- 
erning. the manner in which 
vowels and consonants are com- 
bined; and one of these Jaws pre- 
scribes that, when the’ vowels a 
and 7 meef, they merge into the 
vowel sound e. 

Bearing thia law in mind and 
resolving the letter ¢ in avaloki- 
tecvara into its component parts, 
we find that the latter half of the 
compound is’ the word ferare, 
meaning “sovereign.” The whole 
compeund, therefore, is a descrip. 
tion of Buddha as the sovercign 
who overlooks mankind — from 
above. But the Chinese transla- 
tors knew nothing of sandhi, and 
they also failed to take note of the 
fact that there are .in ‘ Sanskrit 
three sibilants, - whieh western 
sexolars ‘transliterate’ S, C and 
Sh. _respectively,. . Accordingly 
they © analysed the compound]. 
avalokitecvara into two component 
parts, avalokita*and svara, which] 
they translated 8 Berge 
(kun) and “sound” (yam). , 
course, the phrase wGuertosidns 
Sound” makes nonsense; but never: 
theless, the words Kun-yam or in
